Bui-chard, Director of the Mint, says the 
Secretary of the Treasury has not yet 01- 
dcred that the vvoi-d 
"cents" should be 
placed on the new nickel, as has been re- 
ported. 
He 
was of the opinion that 


••cents'' should be given to the coin before 
it was issued, and so expressed himself. 
He now savs that the Secretary is consider- 
in"- the advisability of making the change, 
and will probably do so. 
Of all the 
gov- 
ernment coins there 
are none that have 
been designated according 
to law except 
the double eagle. 
There are certain 
requirements which in every instance have 
been neglected. 
The real value of the 


new 5-cent coin is 
one cent, it costing 
the Government but that amount for its 
issue. 
Mr. Burchard favors making 1 
and 2-cent pieces out of nickel and 5-cent 
pieces out of silver.

Two Flras Last Night. 


Mrs. Maggie Ketterman, a seamstresss, 


occupies the south front room on the sec- 
ond floor of the Dr. J. N. Bills Block, 
south of the court house. Last night at 
about 9.30, she had a jet lamp, a glass 
affair filled with nearly a quart, of fluid, 
standing on the top of a sewing machine 
which she was operating. In some man- 
ner the lamp -was knocked off the ma- 
chine and it was shattered by striking 
the noor. A great blaze arose instantly, 
igniting the muslin window curtain, 
burning the wall-paper and the base- 
board, a red cover for a stand, a big hole 
in the carpet, and the veneering oil' the 
front of a bureau standing near the win- 
dow. Mrs. Ketterman threw her shawl 
and a quilt on the burning oil, hoping to 
smother the fare, but finding that she 
could not, she began to scream lustily, 
alarming the people ou the street, and 
soon the fire bells began to clang. Tn the 
meantime the fiightened woman, who 
was alone in tlw room, threw water on 
the blaze nnd went down the back btairs 
after a fresh supply. AVIule she was gone 
a number of men appeared on the Rcene 
and hqnelcht d the Hnmes that were just 
getting down to business, threatening the 
destruction of the entire building. The 
firemen responded to the call but their 
sei vices were not needed. 


At about two o'clock tins morning it 


was discovered that Mr. Jacob T. Bear's 
barn on the alley at the rear of his resi- 
dence on Wes>t Prairie street, was on fire. 
The barn was built by Mr. Bear for the 
use of Mr. McDonald, the painter, and in 
it weie stored his paints and other mater- 
ials, all very combustible.

THE QUINLA.N RESIDENCE. 


A WI,ENDID DWEIiIiIKO 1O BE PITT DP ON 


COI/LE(!T3 HIM THIS SEASON. 


It will be a magnificent and costly 


frame dwelling which Mr. W. J. Quinlan, 
of the check-rower firm of Chambers, 
Bering & Qninlan, will erect during the 
coming season on the south half of College 
Hill, more familiarly known as the 
Mound. In all its modern appointments 
it will be a model of convenience, and in 
appearance it will be a combination of 
Eastlake and other styles of architec- 
ture. It will cover 58 by CO feet of 
ground, and will be three stories high, in- 
cluding the attic, and will have a splen- 
didly arranged basement. The main en- 
trance will be from the east side, double 
doors opening into a spacious vestibule 
and leading into the hall, 10x22 feet in 
size. South of the hall on the first floor, 
on the southeast corner, is the parlor, 1C 
by 21 feet, with a bay window looking 
south; and opposite, on the west, is the 
sitting- room, 15x20 feet. North of the 
hall, in the northeast corner of the 
dwelling, is the library, 12 feet 6 inches 
by 18 feet. West of the library is a small 
hall, and east of it are numerous pan 
tries, closets, cupboards and recesses of 
various descriptions, and in the north- 
west corner is the kitchen, 15x16 feet. Be- 
tween the kitchen and the sitting room.at 
the west end of the main hall, is tho din- 
ing room, 10x21 feet, with a bay window 
at the west side. A handsome veranda 
8 feet wide, extends from the east entrance 
south to the corner and west on the south 
side beyond tho plate-glass window en 
trance to the_ sitting room. The ascenl 
to the second floor is made by means o 
an elbow stairway from the north side o 
the main hall. The family chamber is 
directly over the parlor, and is 10x22 fee 
in size. There are five other large cham 
bers on this floor, including the servants 
room over the kitchen. One 15 feet 
inches by 16 feet 2 inches; another, 16x17 
another," 12x15 feet 3 inches, and th 
fourth, ovei tho library, 14x16 feet 
with

window 
looking 
eas 


and over 
it 
is a pretty 
balcony 


with entrance from the attic. Ou the sec 
ond floor is a linen loom, 11x12 feet, 
closets, wardrobes, bath rooms, and othe 
conveniences m great number. The atti 
is nicely planned, the several rooms bein 
dn ided and arranged for the use of th 
family. The basement is a net-work o 
rooms, pipes, etc. 
It has a vegetabl 


room with concrete floor, 16x21 feet; 
milk room with concrete floor, 15x10 feet 
2 incliee; a store room with concrete floor, 
17 feet ;i inches by 17 feet 10 inches; a 
laundry with wooden floor, Kit22 feet 4 
inches, and two boiler rooms, besides a 
number of bins. The building will be 
heated by steam, and registers will be 
placed in e-^ery loom. The pipes in the 
.basement, connecting with the water pipes 
in the rooms above, will empty ii^to a 
large cistern at the southwest corner of 
the building. 


There is a small veranda on the north 


side of the house, leading to the north 
enhance, and there is iin entrance to tho 
kitchen from the west side. The i oof is 
steep, but graceful m its sweep. 


The above is a summary o[ tho plans of 


the new structure. They were drawn by 
Treat & Foltz, of Chicago. The coutra-t 
for putting up the dwelling has been let 
to Mr. Conrad Krcntler, who built the A. 
T. Hill, Jolm K. Warren, Mrs. A. A. Pow- 
ers and W. B. Chambers residences.
